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Another New Comet Found 

Another new comet, the second to 
be discovered this mo .th— has been 
located definitel: in the constellation 
Pisces, weat of the star Omega, ac- 
cording to Prof. .. F. Barnard of the 
Yerkes Observatcry at Williams Bay, 
Wis. Prof. Barnard calls the visitor 
a remarkable celestial body. It was 
discovered on Sept. 6 by Neujmin, an 
Huropean cstronomer, The first com- 
et was found by the Rev. Joel Metcalf 
on September 1. 

Prof. Barnard says that the comet 
appecrs like an asteroid, cefined by 
astronomers as a starlike body, but 
has a nebulcus appendage extending 
to the east. ‘his distinguishes it 
from ordinary asteroids. 

The new -met will not become vis- 
ible to the naked eye, but may be seen 
through a five inch telescope.

The .awdust 
is treated with sulphuric acitt under 
suitable conditions, resiltlug im the 
formation of sugar, which is then fer 
mented to produce alcohol. Several 
plants have been erected to produce 
alcohol from wood in this manner and 
though thero are some difficulties 
still to be overcome, the ultimate suc 
cess of the process on a commercial 
scale is wcsured. 

Sawdust has been successfully man- 
ufactured into briquettes for fuel for 
a considerable time in Europe by a 
very simple process, The shavings 
and sawdust are first steam- 
dried, the water contained in the 
wood being thus evaporated and the

resin almost liquified. The sawdust| catchewan. 


i, then compressed under heat into 
briquets of the desired size, the con- 
tained resin acting as a binder. A 
firm in Vancouver is engageé in a 
similar line of manufacture, tie saw 
dust being compressed into a cylin- 
drical tube, where it is cut into short 
lengtts by a revolving knife, emerg- 
ing in the form of small round bri- 


In Austin, Texas, also a plant is be- 
ing built to manufacture stock food 
from sawdust by a somewhat similcr 
process.

The better we anderstand the origin 

ot sin and the methods of its opera- 

tion in . rsc'ves and in others, the 
more succes.ful we shall be in com- 

bating it. We must know what a 

to fecd the ailment and what tends 

to destroy: it. 

Our ‘forefathers erred, evidently, in 
their declaration of total depravity. 
None of us ever met a human being 
entirely depraved—entirely devoid of 
sympathy for righteousness and truth 
—dead to all good influences. Experi- 
ence, however, does corroborate the 
Bible statement that “there is none 
Tighteous no, not one”—all are sin- 
ners. Moreover. the Bible goes to the 
root of the matter; aud experience 
corroborates its statement in our text 
—that we and all humanity were born 

state of sin, with the predilection 

er inclination toward sin. . 

We are not, however, to conclude 
that God made us sinners; for the 
Bible contracicts that thought, and 
@ssirres us that ‘‘all His work is per- 
fect.’’ According to the Bible, we re- 
@eived our lives from our parents; 
and they theirs from their parents; 
snd so back to Father Adam. The 
Bible tells us that our parents sinned, 
and came under the Divine sentence 
of death; and that this meant mental 
end moral, as well as physical, de- 
gencracy. The Apostle declares, ‘By 
one man’s disobedience sin entered 
fnto the world, and death by sin.”— 
Remans 5:12. 

This curse «f death which came 
Wpon the race, and which affects us 
Sor the moment of birth, is a ter- 

e blight. luven though it is much 
more reasonable than the curse de- 
elared by ovr mistaken creeds—the 
eurse of eternal torment—neverthe- 
Tess the curse of God is sufficiently 
terrible. and world-wide. The pen- 
alty. “Dying... thou shalt die,” is 
much less horrible than if it had 
read, ‘‘Living, thou she‘t live in eter- 
wel torment.” 

When, therefore, we find in our- 
selves nd others wayward, sinful 
tendencies, we reflect that these are 
evidences of the fall, the curse, and 
that all who are under such influ- 
ences are to be pitied. True pity, 
however, must not be sympathy with 
sin, but with the sinner, who 
handicapped by the predisposition to 
sin. Sin calls for radical] measures 
for its extermination for the release 
of the sinner; but our best efforts for 
them and for others will be attained 
through a knowledge of the facts, and 
through the exercise of the proper 
@ympathy. There are probably more 
people injured through lack of sym- 
pathetic help than are helped by the 
administration of cold-blooded ju» 
fee without tenderness or sympathy.

Undoubtedly as human sympathy 
expands through a knowledge of the 
facts, both parents and children will

Adam was condemn- 
ed to death as soon as h> became a 
transgressor; and all of his child 
were born in the same condem 
condition. Condemnation passed up» 
on all men because all are sinners, 
All. are imperfect, fallen. Our text 
tells us that they were born in this 
fallen, disapproved or condemned 
condition. ‘ 
The question ywith us, then, is not, 
What shall we'do to escape coming 
under condemnation? for the whole 
world is condemned already. (John 
3:18.) The question is, How shall we 
who are peony condemned of God 
as unworthy of everlasting life, get 
free from that condition in which: wo 
were born and get back into that con- 
dition of perfection which God will 
approve, in which we should be ac- 
counted worthy of everlasting life? 
Tho Bible answers our question. It 
tells us that God has had compassion 
upon our race and has provided the 
Saviour. It explains that for God to 
be just and yet grant forgiveness to 
t'» sinner requires that One shall 
pay substitutionally the penalty ori- 
erally pronounced against Tather 
dam.. This being effected, the Re- 
deemer will have the right to restore 
to perfection Adam and «ll his pos- 
terity desirous of returning to God. 
The Message respecting this merci- 
ful arrangement is called the Gospel 
—the Good Tidings that there is a 
way of return from sin to holiness 
and from condemnation to death back 
to justification of life.

And they shall receive it 
through Jesus Christ; for the way 
was opened up by His sacrificial 
death, ‘‘the Just for the unjust,” and 
their salvation accomplished by His 
work of Restitution. 
Not until recently have Bible stu- 
dents discerned how far our forefa- 
thers haye been confused in respect 
to the Divine Plan—through neglect 
of the Bible for fourteen hundred 
years.

| ORDER OF ST. JOHN. 


Which Was Oonferred Upon Three 
| Canadians the Other Day. 


The Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
had its origin in Jerusalem and Acre 
as an international lny confraternity 
for the relief of crusaders. Jn 1798 the 
order was expelled from Malta where 
it had later become established. 

After its expulsion from Malta, what 
is now known as the Grand Priory of 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
in England was reconstituted, with the 
ancient gate house in Clerkenwell, 
England, and what remains of the 
ancient pricry of St. Jobn, as its chan- 
cery. A royal charter was granted to 
this reconstituted British order in 1888 
by Queen Victoria, nnd the first grand 
priors were King Edward VII. and the 

resent sovereign, while Princess of 

Vales. The work of the British order 
consist in the control of St. John's 
Ambulance Association and Brigade, 
and of tho British Ophthalmic Hospi- 
tal of Jerusalem. 

The badge is a Maltese cross of white 
enamel, with a gold or silver lion and 
unicorn dn alternate angles, with a 


black watered ribbon. ‘The order is 
open to both sexes, but confers no 
precedence, and is denoted by no 
initials.

A writer in the Jondon Chronicle 
says: ‘*No public monument is needed 
to keep alive among Mexicens the mem- 
ory of Sir Francis Drake’s exploits in 
Central and South America.
